Marsh Fires Still Raging at Appleton 
and Green Bay—Fond du Lac Vis­ 
ited by a Blaze That Swept Away 
the Lumber Yards of 
Moore & 
Galloway Entailing 
a 
Loss of 
$250,000—Fire at Rockford—Other 
Blazes. 
Lake Beulah, Wia., Sept. 23—[Spe­ 
cial]—The Beulah Hotel, a fine sum­ 
mer hostlery at this place, burned 
early this morning, entailing a loss of 
$30,000, with but $15,000 insurance. 
There were a number of guests in the 
hotel, all of whom escaped injury, 
although they lost from $300 to $500 
each in clothing, jewelry, etc. 
Spring Green, Wis., Sept. 23—[Spe­ 
cial] —Three children of Mr. and Mrs. 
Slaw son, living near this village, were 
burned to death yesterday afternoon. 
Their mother left them in the house 
while she went co get a pail of water 
from a spring a mile away, and the 
fire caught in her absence. 
Appleton, Wis., Sept. 23—[Special] 
—Marsh fires are still raging. During 
the high wind yesterday a section of 
swamp two miles square was burned 
over and considerable timber was de­ 
stroyed. 
Many farmers are in danger 
of losing their all. 
Green Bay, Wis., Sept. 23—Forest 
and marsh fires have broken out and 
the flames are raging along the west 
shores of Green Bay and in the north­ 
west timber land of Door county. An 
extensive fire is sweeping through the 
northern part of the Oneida reserva­ 
tion, west of this city, and threatens 
destruction to many farm buildings. 
The wind is blowing a hurricane. The 
flames are spreading rapidly in all di­ 
rections. Dense clouds of smoke hang 
over the bay, making navigation diffi­ 
cult. 
Fond du Lac, Wis., Sept. 24.—With a 
wind blowing at the rate of forty miles 
an hour, fire broke out at 2:35 yester­ 
day afternoon in the extreme southwest 
corner of the lumber yards of Moore & 
Galloway, situated in North Fond du 
Lac. The yards and plant of the com­ 
pany embraced a territory nearly thirty 
acres in extent, and the whole was 
directly in the path of the wind. Just 
how' the fire started no one knows, but 
it is presumed that the lumber pile 
ignited from a mass of burning weeds 
that were set on fire by a lighted cigar 
, thrown carelessly by a Sunday strol­ 
ler. 
So fierce was the wind that it was 
early clear that the entire property was 
doomed. Had there been no wind loss 
would 
probably have 
been equally 
great, as the four hydrants used in the 
yards were located on a six-inch main, 
1,400 feet long, and for the first half 
hour twenty foot streams were the best 
that could he obtained. 
The vast lumber piles were licked up 
by the flames, and the high wind 
carried the sparks to all portions of the 
yard, driving firemen and sight-seers 
on a run to points of safety. 
The lumber mill caught on the west 
end, and in four minutes was a complete 
ruin. Two Wabash cars and eight cars 
owned by the Chicago and Northwest­ 
ern, lying on sidetracks, were de­ 
stroyed. A warehouse containing sash, 
doors and blinds and one of the smaller 
offices of the company went up in the 
conflagration. 
Acting Mayor Givens telegraphed for 
assistance to Oshkosh, Appleton and 
Neenah at 4 o’clock, and the former 
city responded with one engine as 
quickly as possible returning the favor 
extended by this city only a few days 
ago*. 
It is estimated that the yards con­ 
tained 100,000,000 feet of sawed pine 
lumber,' valued at $175,000. 
The mill 
cost $25,000. On the latter $15,000 in­ 
surance was carried. 
Only estimates 
on the amount of insurance on the lum 
ber can be secured, but it will probably 
reach $80,000. 
, 
At 7 o’clock the flames spread to the 
blasting furnace of the Wisconsin Fur­ 
nace company, and it was entirely de­ 
stroyed; loss $25,000. 
The plant has 
been idle for the past two years.

an American sugar planter at Sagua, 
Cuba, who was imprisoned by General 
Campos and subsequently ordered to 
summarily leave Cuba, passed through 
Washington last night on his way to 
his cid home at Warrenton, Va. He 
will return to Washington in a few 
days to present his case to the state de­ 
partment. Sowers claims that he was 
in no ways identified with the insur­ 
gents, but was nevertheless imprisoned 
by Campos’ orders for ten days and 
subjected to many indignities. When 
released he was forced to leave Cuba 
on twenty-four hours’ notice. 
The 
brief time allowed did not give him op­ 
portunity to arrange for the departure 
of his wife and children, who are still 
in Cuba. Mr. Sowers will ask the state 
department to demand a heavy indem­ 
nity from Spain for interfering with 
the rights of a law-abiding American 
citizen. 
Mr. Sowers says he believes 
the Cubans will be successful in achiev­ 
ing their independence. 
“They 
are 
fighting,” said he, “not so much against 
the Spanish, as to throw off the yoke of 
a government which they regard as op­ 
pressive and detrimental to their in­ 
terests.”

Philadelphia, Pa., Sept. 23.—An en­ 
tirely different explanation of the sink­ 
ing of the Spanish cruiser Barcastegui 
and the loss of forty-six lives in the 
harbor of Havana last Wednesday 
night is made in letters received in this 
city by a distinguished member of the 
Cuban revolutionary party. 
According to the news telegraphed 
from Havana the day after, the catas­ 
trophe was due to a collision between 
the cruiser and the merchant steamer 
Mortera. It is now stated as an abso­ 
lute fact that the Barcastegui was sunk 
by a floating torpedo launched by an 
adventurous party of Cubans. 
The 
Cuban leader who received the letter 
said: 
“The Spanish government knows full 
well that sunk their best cruiser and 
sent to their deaths Admiral Delgado 
Perejo in command of the Spanish navy 
in Cuban waters, seven officers 
an<j 
thirty-four men. We know here that 
before the dispatch relating to the ac­ 
cident was sent it was carefully edited 
by the press censor. 
The advices 
which I have received say that on Mon­ 
day night a party of ten Cubans, under 
the command of Captain Carlos Enri­ 
que, left Guantanamo- in a steam 
launch, with a new style of torpedo,

It was an ingenious 
device so constructed that it could be 
launched some distance away from the 
object aimed to be destroyed, and then

It 
was slipped out and as soon as it was 
gone Captain Enrique gave orders to 
steam away as rapidly as possible.

Decatur, 111., has not gone crazy on 
the subject of bicycle riding, but it is 
perhaps safe to say that there is no 
other city of 30,000 inhabitants in Illi­ 
nois where so many wheels are 
in 
everyday use. There are half a dozen 
little tots who 
seem 
scarcely 
big 
enough to walk to be seen every day 
on bicycles, and there is any number of 
gray-haired men who ride constantly 
as a matter of business and pleasure. 
Among the latter there is one especially 
who has attracted attention here, be­ 
cause he is the best known of all the 
aged men who have taken to the wheel. 
He is Dr. W. J. Chenoweth. He is past 
71 years of age, but preserves to a won­ 
derful degree his health and vigor. He 
is still actively engaged in a lucrative 
practice in this field, where he has 
been engaged almost for a lifetime.

Because It Is Not a Likeness Franklin 
Simmons* Figure Is Refused. 
Eleven thousand dollars were ex­ 
pended by the Grand Army of the Re­ 
public for a statue of General Grant, 
which it was intended 
to place in 
Statuary Hall at the Capitol. After the 
statue had been made it was brought 
to the rotunda of the Capitol and here 
partially unboxed. 
Soldier after sol­ 
dier who had served with Grant during 
the war looked at it in amazement and 
said that it bore no resemblance what­ 
soever to the hero of Appomattox. The 
joint library committee of the House 
and Senate, whose 
approval 
of all 
statues proposed to be placed in Stat­ 
uary Hall is necessary, viewed 
the 
statue which was intended to repre­ 
sent General Grant, and then unani­ 
mously rejected it. They held that it 
did not in any way look as he had. This 
statue itself is a magnificent piece of 
work and beautifully done, the oniy 
trouble with it being that the sculptor, 
J. Franklin Simmons, was unable to 
catch the likeness of the great general. 
The statue could be used to represent 
a general of the United States army, 
and might be useful as a monument 
in some national cemetery, but to pass 
it off for General Grant would not do. 
The Grand Army of the Republic has a 
marble on its hand, and has had it 
packed up again, but it still remains 
in the rotunda of the Capitol, where 
visitors to town look at it and ask the 
guides what the two immense boxes 
are. What the Grand Army iff the Re­ 
public men will do with 
it is 
not 
known, but at present they have a 
great big white elephant on their 
hands, for which they have no use. By 
the mistake of the sculptor Statuary 
Hall loses what would have been an 
attractive addition to the

Ball W as Fired at Short Range and 
Passing Through the Breast Bone, 
Lodged in the Man’s Lungs Where 
it Still Lies—Canary Taken to Jail 
and Denies the Whole Story—Rec­ 
ords of Both Men. 


ley’s son came to the door and told 
Sullivan that his lather was out of 
the city. 
Then Sullivan turned and 
walked to the borne of William Brown, 
IGO Washington street. 
He told Mr. I 
Brown that he had been shot, to the 
latter summoned his brother. John, 
who lives next door, and they took 
£ ullivan to his home, 111 Pearl street. 
Drs. Mills and Loomis were at once 
summoned by telephone and arrived 
at the Sullivan home about the same 
time. 
After getting the doctors, Messrs. 
Brown telephoned to the jail that Sul­ 
livan had been shot, and from the jail, 
the message was sent to the Myers 
house, with instructions to “ tell an 
officer.” Officer Hogan happened to 
be passing,and was called in.' William 
Canary has shot John Sullivan,” was 
the message, and the cfficer at once 
went to Canary’s house. 


William Canary, 
proprietor of a 
saloon at the “ Five Points” fired a 
bullet through John 
F. Sullivan’s 
breast bone at 5:30 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon 
and Sullivan's life now 
horgs by a Blender 
thread while 
Canary is locked up 
inj the county 
jail to await the outcome of Sullivans 
wound. 
It was a quarrel over 
a dog be­ 
tween two men, both of whom had 
been to state’s prison; 
a few hot 
words, the report of the too ready 
revolver; a hasty call for both surgeon 
and police; with the future prospect 
of a funeral and a murder trial. 
Canary sits sullenly in his cell and 
stolidly denies the whole story. 
4 
Sullivan lies on a bed of pain at his 
Pearl street home, the same vitality 
th at enabled him to walk several 
blocks after he had been shot, still 
sustaining him. 
There is a leaden 
ball in his lungs yet he is conscious 
and this morning was holding his own 
with rather remarkable success. 
If 
he can hold on for three days he will 
probably live, but if the internal hem­ 
orrhage that the doctors fear, comes, 
his death may be a matter of a few 
moments. 
H ow th e T rouble B eg a n . 
Sullivan left home between 7 and 8 
o’clock yesterday morning, he says, 
and was walking down the street 
when he met Frank McConnell, a 
brakeman. 
Together they went to 
Canary’s boarding house and saloon, 
where they bought a drink of whis­ 
key. 
Then Frank Brennan, a St. 
Paul brakeman, and John Turner, of 
Watertown, who was here on busi­ 
ness connected with the estate of a 
dead relative, came along. 
Some 
days ago Sullivan had sold a dog to 
Canary, 
for $1.50 and it was over 
this 
canine 
that 
the 
trouble 
arose. 
Canary 
had 
not 
paid 
for the dog, 
and 
Sullivan 
de­ 
manded his money. 
One word led to 
another and the argument grew quite 
heated, but the m atter was finally 
dropped. 
By this time the dinner 
hour had arrived, and Sullivan went 
into the Canary dining room to eat 
dinner with Turner. 
After dinner 
Sullivan got the dog and left the 
place, leading the canine by the chain 
attached to its collar. 
C am e B a ck T o 
B e S hot. 
He walked to his home on Pearl 
street, and stalked about the neigh­ 
borhood for some time, he says, and 
then decided to return to Canary’s. It 
was an unlucky decision for him. 
Canary, according to all accounts, 
had 
cherished an ill will toward 
Sullivan, since th8 argument in the 
morning. He had also been drinking 
to some extent, and the whisky did not 
improve bis disposition. Railroad men 
say that they heard three or four shots 
fired, apparently in the yard back of 
the Canary place, during the after 
noon, and wondered 
why anyone 
should indulge in target practice on 
Sunday aftercocn. 
However, they 
soon forgot 
the 
occurrence, and 
thought nothing of it until after they 
heard of the affray. 
Canary was in 
an ugly frame of mind when Sullivan 
came down the street, Btill leading the 
dog by the chain. 
He walked up to 
the side entrance of the Canary resi­ 
dence and had the 
screen door 
partly open, when the cog began to 
pull back. 
“ Como on Dick,” Sullivan called to 
the dog, at the same time snapping 
his Angers. 
C anary S hot H im D ow n. 
The dog still hung back, and Sulli­ 
van had some difficulty with him, but 
finally he opened the screen and the 
inside door, palling the dog along be­ 
hind him. 
This door opened into the 
sitting room and parlor. 
As Sullivan 
pushed the Inside door open he saw 
Canary standing in the sitting room. 
The saloonkeeper held a revolver in 
bis hand. 
“ I’ll fix you,” he yelled as he 
leveled the weapon. 
As the barrel 
came in line with the stud in Sulli­ 
van’s shirt front, Canary pulled the 
trigger.

of burned powder filled the air.

women in the house screamed; Canary 
looked at his victim; while Sullivan, 
with a red stain growing in size ou 
his white shirt front, backed out of 
the house and onto the sidewalk 
Patrick Griffin sat just Outside the 
door.

As he pushed it open he 
heard Canary talking inside. 

Canary 
called just as the officer entered. 
“ Well, I guess you have” the of­ 
ficer remarked. 
“ How is it about 
this shooting?” 
Canary insisted that he knew noth­ 
ing of auy shooting, and Bald that 
Sullivan was not there.

sent the officer did not say that Sulli­ 
van had gone, and as Canary refused 
to throw any light on the subject, Of 
ficer Hogan took Canary in tow, and 
started out expecting to find Sullivan 
somewhere in the neighborhood of 
the house.

“ Yes,” the doctoc answered, “he 
said Canary did it.” 
“ Well, ‘Bill,’” remarked the officer,

Canary hsd very little to say. 
He 
denied all knowledge of the shooting, 
and said he did not know of anybody 
being shot. 
That was his story and 
he stuck to it. 
This morning, how­ 
ever, he lost some of his stolidness, 
and admitted that Sullivan had been 
at the hoarding house, but insisted 
that he knew nothing about him being 
wounded. 
“ I heard that there was some shoot­ 
ing about here somewhere,” he said, 
“ but that’s all I know about it.” 
Further than that he refused to 
talk, and when Chief Acheson ques­ 
tioned him this morning, he had very 
little to say. 
1 That was a sad occurrence up to 
your place,” said the ehief. 
“ Sullivan 
has made me 
more 
trouble than any other man in towD,” 
Canary answered 
doggedly. 
“ He 
ought not to come to my place.” he 
added. 
He 
also 
said 
that 
Sullivan 
had 
“ insulted

and his lady in tbe parlor,” but on 
the subject of the actual shooting he 
had no information to impart. 
The revolver was not found on his 
person. 


SU L L IV A N ’S IN JU R Y D A N G E R O U S. 


E ach Hag 
Quit© a R ecord In th o C ircuit 
C ourt. 
Both Canary 
and 
Sullivan have 
served time in states prison. 
The cir­ 
cuit court records give Canary’s his­ 
tory as follows: 
1877—April 27. 
Pleaded not guilty 
to a charge of assault with intent to 
do great bodily harm. 
May 2G— 
Found guilty by a jury and on May 30 
sentenced to state’s prison for three 
years. 
1884—Return 
on a 
change 
of 
venue from the municipal court filed, 
the complaint charging assault with 
intent to do great bodily harm. This 
action was probably dismissed as no 
further record appears. 


S u llivan 's R ecord , 
Sullivan’s rceord is also a checkered 
one, the court records showing it to 
be as follows: 
1877—April 23—Charge of burglar­ 
izing J. L. Ford’s store, Novemb^^ 
20. 
Plea of guilty entered November 
27. 
Defendent sentenced to one year 
in the penitentiary. On Jannary I, 
Sullivan was conditionally pardoned 
by the governor.

1887, Oct. 31—Sentenced to state’s 
prison for two years and pardoned by 
tbe governor conditionally, on Jan. I. 
1877, Oct. 31— Charge assault with 
a dangerous weapon (knife) on J. Grif­ 
fin.

Built Sixty Years Ago and W as the 
* Half Way Tavern” on the Road 
to Evansville—Loss is $2000 With 
No Insurance—Explosion Narrowly 
Averted. 
One of Rock county’s historic build­ 
ings was wiped cut of existence when 
the old “ Leyden House” in the town 
of Milton was totally destroyed by 
fire yesterday afternoon. 
The building wa9 owned and occu­ 
pied as a residence by Hiram H. Cator. 
It caught fire in some mysterious 
manner between 12 and I o’clock yes­ 
terday afternoon, and the whole ©ast 
end was blezing before the occupants 
knew of it. 
A strong gale of wind 
was blowing, and the dry building1 
was licked up like tinders. 
The din­ 
ner was on the cook stove all ready to 
be served; but so rapid was the prog­ 
ress of the flames that tbe meal was 
destroyed where it stood. 
The build­ 
ing with its entire contents, includ­ 
ing a fine piano and two gold watches 
were totally destroyed, not even tbe 
sills of the building being left. 
Two 
valuable shot guns belonging to Mr. 
Cator’s son were saved, and a twelve 
pound can of gunpowder was rolled 
out just in time to prevent an explo­ 
sion. 
Mr. Cator’e loss will be $2,000 
or more and be haB no insurance on 
the property. 


O ther P ro p erty i i as in D anger. 
The barns aud sheds on the place 
were not destroyed, but tho residence 
of David Drummond, who lives across 
the road, was fired several times, as 
were also his bams; but hard work 
by the neighbors who rallied to his 
asssistance and worked manfully with 
pails, saved them.

Sullivan’s injury is a rather peculiar 
one. 
The ball was fired at short 
range, and evidently from a revolver 
of excellent penetration. 
It struck 
Sullivan squarely on the breast bone 
or sternum, about two and one-half 
or three incles below the neck. 
The 
bore at that point is nearly half an 
inch thick, but the leaden ball cut 
through it like pastebuard, making 
a 
clean 
cut 
round 
hole. 
Ifs 
course was straight inward it strik­ 
ing nothing to cause it to glance. 
Strange as it may seem 
the bullet 
missed all the large arteries and blood 
vessels, which form a neiwork in that 
part of the body, otherwise this story 
might be a different one. 
After cut­ 
ting through the bone, the ball plow­ 
ed its way into Sullivan’s lung where 
it now lies. 
When the doctors arrived they at 
once inserted a probe into the hole 
and Beached for the ball. 
The probe 
went in two or two 
and one half 
inches without striking any 
bard 
substance. 
The physicians did not 
think it safe to explore further, 
60 
they withdrew the silver probe and 
made the wounded man as comfortable 
possible but made no further effort to 
find the bullet. 
S ullivan M ay 
R ecover, 
Sullivan’s life hangs on the develop­ 
ments of the next few days. 
If the 
internal hemorrhage which the phys­ 
icians fear, ensues, he may not live 
but a few hours. 
But on the other 
hand, if he eau get through the next 
three days without a hemorrhage, bis 
chances for recovery are fairly good. 
He suffers considerable f pain, espe­ 
cially when taking a long breath, but 
the fact that no large blood vessels 
were 
ruptured, leaves him 
with 
strength to fight the battle. 
He was 
resting comfortably this morning. His 
pulse 
was not at all alarming; 
be 
had no 
fever, 
and chances 
for 
his 
recovery 
were 
quite J 
b rig h \ 
He had suffered some in­ 
ternal hemorrhage, however, and the 1 
physicians could not tell what mo­ 
ment one that was severe enough to 
carry him off, would come.
